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PREFACE, 








Tue period embraced by the present volume was one 
of great activity and interest. England, at war with both 
France and Spain, was engaged, either as principal or ally, 
in hostile operations which extended from the Canary 
Islands to the Baltic. This busy interval comprised a 
searching inquiry into the state of the Navy, conducted by 
Special Commissioners; the collection of a General Loan, 
levied by other Special Commissioners appointed in every 
county; military assistance sent to the King of Denmark 
under the command of Sir Charles Morgan; the Duke 
of. Buckingham’s expedition to the Isle of Rhé; contem- 
plated measures for raising still farther sums of money by 
the exercise of the royal authority; and, finally, the aban- 
donment of those measures, and the determination, for the 
third time, to summon a Parliament and solicit a supply. 
Many of the Conway Papers, recently acquired by the 
State Paper Office, in the manner mentioned in the preface 
to the previous volume of the Calendar of Charles I., fall 
within this period, and have extended this part of the Calen- 
dar in a way not at first anticipated, but great additional 
value has been thereby given to the collection of papers.*

the propriety of the Conway Papers having been added to the Collection 
of Papers in the State Paper Office ; an evidence as conclusive, in its way, 
as the circumstance relating to the Docquets mentioned in the Preface to 
the first volume of this Calendar, p. xi. At p. 305, of the present volume, 
a letter from the Earl of Dorset, presumed to have been addressed to the 
Duke of Buckingham, will be found calendared as No, 62. It is stated at 
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The whole facts relating to the Expedition to Rhé, 
its preparation, departure, landing, and management; the 
endeavours made at home to support it with new levies 
and continued supplies; the state of anxiety and expectation 
in which both England and France were kept for several 
months by the progress of the siege of the citadel of 
St. Martin; its final abandonment, and the return to 
England of the shattered relics of the expeditionary army ; 
are here detailed and illustrated with minuteness perhaps 
greater than has ever been applied to any similar event in 
English history-—a minuteness which brings out and esta- 
blishes the facts with a certainty from which there lies no 
appeal. 

This Expedition constitutes the great event of the present 
volume. ‘The papers are a reflection of the public mind, 
and throughout a great part of the volume treat directly 
of few other subjects than that one on which the general 
attention was concentrated. 





the end of the Calendar-notice, to be a “ Fragment.” What was then 
calendared was, in fact, merely the conclusion of that letter, written upon 
one small sheet of paper, which had formed part of the old Collection of 
Papers in the State Paper Office, and had probably been in that collection for 
two centuries. Among the imperfect papers in the Collection of Conway 
Papers, there has just been discovered the first sheet of the same letter. 
The bringing together of these two sheets makes the letter complete, and the 
reader may now therefore strike out the word “ Fragment.” The valuable 
recovered portion may be calendared thus:—“ The Ear] desires to know what 
should be advised, on all occasions, and when he knows the Duke’s will, if 
he faints or fails in obeying it, let him be whipped with double stripes. 
Ordinary and customary ways will not furnish those succours for Buck- 
ingham which honour and necessity require ; but the Earl will not pre- 
sume to advise other means without the Duke’s warrant. The King never 
demonstrated more trust, love, zeal, care, and affection to the Duke’s 
person and understanding than he does now daily. His fidelity, con- 
staney, and love to the Duke are the best motives to encourage all about 
him to serve him faithfully and boldly. Sends this letter by a person 
who, having lost his wife by death, has betaken himself to live and die 
under the Duke’s command.” 














PREFACE. Vii 
During Buckingham’s presence at Court he reigned there 
as the King’s absolute and single minister. Every act of 
the government passed by or through his will. Except 
formally, the King was little seen or heard of in State 
affairs. He seldom even attended a sitting of the Privy 
Council, except to carry out some object of his favourite. 
When Buckingham went to the Isle of Rhé, the King 
entered openly and warmly into public affairs; in the words 
of Sir George Goring, he “ knit himself up close to his 
business ” (vol. Ixvii., No. 105). Stimulated by natural 
anxiety for the success of his measures, and the safety 
of his friend, the Duke, he urged forward his languid 
ministers in terms which ought to have produced the desired 
effects. Letters of Charles I., written without the inter- 
vention of advisers, occur so seldom, that we will give at 
length the valuable examples of this kind—only four in 
number—which occur in the present volume. They are full 
of indications of character, and both in expression and 
temper bear the mint-marks of an unmistakeable _indi- 
viduality. 

The first of them was written on the back of a letter 
addressed to the King by Lord Treasurer Marlborough and 
Sir Richard- Weston, the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
Some one had privately suggested to the King that an 
increase of revenue might be obtained by making various 
alterations in the Customs’ duties on articles both of export 
and import. ‘This informant had even given the King a list 
of suggested new rates of duties. |The King sent the 
paper to the Lord Treasurer and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, who referred it to the consideration of certain 
officers of the customs. Their answer was, that, with 
respect to the suggested increase on articles of export, the 
greatest part of the articles in question were manufactures 
which were already taxed to their full value, and that they 


would not bear any increase. On the imports, they remarked, 
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that in the suggested new rates some things were mis- 
taken and others left out, “which are as yet under- 
rated, and may well bear a better rate.” This opinion was 
communicated to the King by the Lord Treasurer and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, with a suggestion that the 
King’s informant should be sent to confer with them, when 
“‘we shall either give him good satisfaction, or receive 
satisfaction from him.” ‘The King replied as follows :—

“For exported commodities, I conceaue* that ther cannot be much 
proffit raised on them; but somewhat I thinke may be; and if, in 
the note I sent you, there be anie of the imported commodities 
which ar ether under-rated, or left out, your partes is, to raise or 
add, according to the best aduantage for my profite; not meaning 
to limit you, by my note, to raise no more, but not to raise less. 

“Now, since I ame writing, this paper shall serue for that I 
thought to haue done the morrow, which is, that since I am now, 
by God’s grace, going to the Progress, you know I shall haue littell 
occasion to press you for the expedition of my pressing affaires. I 
will not thinke that now, in my absence, you may emagen, that 
delaying answers will serue me: but I doe expect that now, more 
then when I am present, ye will diligentlie labor for the effecting 
of those things that I have left to your charge, for I asseure you, 
that the speedie effecting, or the slow performance, or neglecting of 
thease things, is the best or worst seruice ye can doe me: I need 
make no repetitions, for | am sure ye cannot err throw ignorance, 
onlie lett me giue you on causion; that ye doe not byde from me 
those rubes that hinders your business, euer putting me in false 
hopes, till it be too late to helpe; but lett me tymlie know your 
impediments ; yet making no more (thorow feare or lasiness) then 
ther is. So wishing you good success, and expect good accounts 
from you, I rest

* As the King’s orthography was peculiar, we shall print his letters as 
they stand in the originals. 
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Ten days afterwards, the King, having waited in vain 
for any further communication from the guardians of his 
empty Exchequer, despatched Lord Carlisle to urge them 


to expedition. Carlisle’s mission was announced to them 
as follows :—

After a further lapse of five days of promise without 
performance, the King conveyed his wishes and opinions 
in a still more definite form :—

“ TRESORERS,—Now I begin to see sum good effects of your 
labors, yet it is but a begingin, and if ye goe not speedelie on to 
make an good end (I meane of those things that ar to be spedd 
out of hand) all that is past is worthe littell or nothing; by the 
next, and verie shortlie too, I looke to heare, that those things I 
sent Beecher* to you about, ar dispached; for if Buckingham 
should nut now be suplyed, not in show, but substantiallie, hauing 
so brauelie, and, I thanke God, succesfullie, begunne his expedi-

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tion, it wer an irrecouerable shame to mee, and all this nation ; 
and those that ether hinders, or, according to ther seuerall places, 
furthers not this action, as much as they may, deserues to make 
ther end at Tyburne, or some suche place: but I hope better 
things of you. I lykewaise looke for an accont of the Mint 
business, and of the raysing of my Costomes; I hope ye will be 
industrius in all my affairs, but in this of the Costomes I looke ye 
should add bouldness to your care. So expecting a full & perfect 
account of all those things that I have earnestlie recommended 
to you, at Windsor, if not sooner ; I rest 
“ Your asseured frende, 
“ Woodstock, the 1 of “ CHARLES R.” 
“ August, 1627.” 
[ Addressed |—“ For your selves.” 

The fourth letter presents to us the King in his domestic 
relations. The Progress to which he alluded in the letter of 
the 17th July, 1627, had commenced, and he had advanced 
to Alderton. The Queen was meanwhile drinking the 
waters at Wellingborough, then a fashionable place of 
summer resort. It occurred to her Majesty that her own 
Progress and that of the King might be combined, and Lord 
Carlisle, whose wife was in the Queen’s Household, addressed 
the King upon the subject; suggesting, also, that in the 
Queen’s journey towards the King she might diverge so as 
to visit ‘the two Burghleys,”"—one, the princely mansion 
erected by Buckingham, celebrated for his Kenilworth-like 
reception there of the late sovereign, and the first per- 
formance, on that occasion, of Ben Jonson’s masque of The 
Gipsies ; the other, the not less princely, nor less celebrated, 
residence of the elder branch of the family of Cecil. The 
King answered as follows :—

“ CARLILE,—For to answer right your last letter (your other 
needing none but one to my Wyfe, which you shall fynd heere 
inclosed), 1 must know first how long by anie lyklihude (for I will 
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expect no certaintie of woemen’s determinations) my Wyfe will 
stay at the Wells: for Windsor will be the soonest that she can 
meet me, weh cannot be nether, except she end drinking of the 
waters soone: but if ye thinke Tibols will be the soonest that 
wee can convenientlie meet together, then Cambrige, Adlyend, & 
Hatfeld will be fitt places for her to see, in her retorne: but the 
two Burleighs, in my mynd, if I bee not deceaved, will be much 
out of the way, housoeuer: this I know will not please my Ladie 
Oxford, but I hope she knowes me better then to emagen that my 
intent in this is contradiction or grugeing her of my Wyfe’s favors. 
To conclude, I can say positiuely nothing, untill, as I sayed befor, 
I know how longe my Wyfe will drinke the waters; which the 
sooner ye lett me know, the sooner ye shall have the determina- 
tion of

[Addressed by the King]|—“ For your selfe.” 


The long absence of the Duke of Buckingham in the Isle 
of Rhé occasioned, of course, a correspondence with his 
wife, his mother, his sister the Countess of Denbigh, and 
other members of his family. All these letters are worthy 
of attention. His wife writes with the full heart of a 
most affectionate woman. On his departure from England 
he slipped away without a formal leave-taking at home, not- 
withstanding a solemn promise to his wife to see her again. 
He had even assured her that he should not go with the 
expedition. Among the papers now calendered is a copy 
of her letter written to him in the first bitterness of dis- 
appointment. After upbraiding him for his breach of 
promise, she continues :— 


“ JT confess I did ever fear you would be catched, for there was 
no other likelihood after all that shew but you must needs go. 
For my part, I have been a very miserable woman hitherto that 
never could have you keep at home. But now I will ever look to - 
be so, until some blessed occasion comes to draw you quite from 
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the Court. For there is none more miserable than I am now, and 
till you leave this life of a courtier, which you have been ever 
since I knew you, I shall ever think myself unhappy. I am the 
unfortunatest of all other, that ever when I am with child I 
must have so much cause of sorrow as to have you go from me, 
but I never had so great a cause of grief as now I have. God, 
of his mercy, give me patience, and if I were sure my soul would 
be well, I could wish myself to be out of this miserable world, 
for till then I shall not be happy. Now, I will no more write to 
hope you do not go, but must betake myself to my prayers for 
your safe and prosperous journey, which I will not fail to do, and 
for your quick return, but never whilst I live will I trust you 
again, nor never will put you to your oath for anything again. 

“ I wonder why you sent me word by Crow* that you would 
see me shortly, to put me in new hopes ; I pray God never woman 
may love a man as I have done you, that none may feel that which 
I have done for you. 

“ Since there is no remedy, but that you must go, I pray God 
send you gone quickly, that you may be quickly at home again; 
and whosoever that wished you to this journey, beside you[r]self, 
that they may be punished, for it will be cause of a great deal of 
grief tome. But that is no matter. Now there is no remedy but 
patience, which God send me! I pray God send me wise, and not 
to hurt myself with grieving. Now I am very well, I thank God, 
and so is Mall. And so I bid you farewell. 

“ Your poor grieved 
« And obedient wife, 
“ K, BUCKINGHAM. 


“ T pray give order before you go for the jewels, which I owe for. 

“ Burn this, for God’s sake. Go not to land, and pity me, for 
I feel [most miserable] at this time. Be not angry with me for 
writing these, for my heart is so full I cannot choose, because I did 
not look for it. 

“ I would to Jesus that there were any way in the world to 
fetch you off this journey with your honour. If any pains or any 
suffering of mine could do it, I were a most happy woman; but

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you have send [sic] yourself, and made me miserable; God forgive 
you for it.”* 


Writing some time afterwards to Dr. Moore, a physician, 
who was with Buckingham in the camp, she intreats him to 
remain with the Duke, and to do his best to hinder him 
from landing at Rochelle :— 


“ T should think myself,” she continued, “ the most miserablest 
woman in the world, if my Lord should go into the main land, for 
though God has blessed him hitherto beyond all imagination in 
this action, yet I hope he will not still run on in that hope, to 
venture himself beyond all discretion, and I hope this journey has 
not made him a Puritan to believe in predestination: I pray keep 
him from being too venturous, for it does not belong to a General 
to walk trenches ; therefore, have a care of him. I will assure you 
by this action he is not any whit the more popular man than when 
he went, therefore you may see whether these people be worthy for 
him to venture his life for. “t 


On the Duke’s return, after an absence of nearly five 
months, we have the following :—

“ My Lorp, 

“ Srvc I heard the news of your landing, I have been still 
every hour looking for you, that I cannot now till I see you, sleep 
in the nights, for every minute, if I do hear any noise, I think it is 
one from you, to tell me the happy news what day I shall see you, 
for I confess I long for it with much impatience. I was in great 
hope that the business you had to do at Portsmouth would ’a been 
done in a day, and then I should ’a seen you here to-morrow, but 
now I cannot tell when to expect you. My Lord, there has been 
such ill reports made of the great loss you have had, by the man 
that came first, as your friends desires you would come to clear all, 
with all speed. You may leave some of the Lords there to see 
what you give order for done, and you need not stay yourself any

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longer. Thus beseeching you to come hither on Sunday, or 
Monday, without all fail, I rest your 
“ True loving and obedient wife, 
“ K. BUCKINGHAM. 
“ Mr. Maule desires you to come to the King, though you stay 
but one night, for they were never so busy as now.” 


Buckingham’s mother viewed the state of affairs some- 
what differently from his wife, and treated him a little more 
roughly, but still with the pride and affection which a 
mother would naturally feel towards a son who had not 
only himself attained unexampled eminence, but had raised 
his relations to his new level. The following valuable 
letter is undated, but. was probably written about the end of 
August, 1627 :—

“ My DEARLY BELOVED Son, 

‘“ ] AM very sorry you have entered into so great business, 
and so little care to supply your wants, as you see by the haste 
that is made to you. I hope your eyes will be opened to see what 
a great gulph of businesses you have put your self into, and so 
little regarded at home, where all is merry and well pleased, though 
the ships be not victualled as yet, nor mariners to go with them. 
As for moneys the kingdom will not supply your expences, and 
every man groans under the burthen of the times. At your 
departure from me, you told me you went to make peace, but it 
was not from your heart. This is not the way; for you to imbroil 
the whole Christian world in wars, and then to declare it for 
religion, and make God a party to these woful affairs, so far from 
God as light and darkness, and the high way to make all Christian 
princes to bend their forces against us, that otherwise, in policy, 
would have taken our parts. You know the worthy King your 
Master never liked that way, and as far as I can perceive there is 
none that cries not out of it. You that acknowledge the infinite 
mercy and providence of Almighty God, in preserving your life 
amongst so many that falls down dead on every side you, and 
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spares you for more honour to himself, if you would not be wilfully 
blind, and overthrow yourself body and soul; for He hath not, I 
hope, made you so great, and given you so many excellent parts, as 
to suffer you to die in a ditch. 

Let me, that is your mother, intreat you to spend some of 
your hours in prayers, and meditating what is fitting and pleasing 
in His sight that has done so much for you; and that honour you 
so much strive for, bend it for His honour and glory, and you 
will soon find a change so great that you would not for all the 
kingdoms in this world forego, if you might have them at your 
disposing. And do not think it out of fear, and timorousness of 
a woman, I persuade you to this. No, no! It is that I scorn. 
I would have you leave this bloody way in which you are crept 
into, I am sure contrary to your nature and disposition. God hath 
blessed you with a virtuous wife and sweet daughter, with another 
son, I hope, if you do not destroy it by this way you take ; she 
cannot believe a word you speak, you have so much deceived her. 
She hath bestord [bestirred ?] herself carefully for you, in sending 
monies with the supply that is now in coming, though slowly ; it 
would have been worse but for her. 

But now let me come to myself. If I had a world you should 
command it, and whatsoever I have, or shall have, it is all your’s 
by right ; but, alas, I have laid out that money I had, and more by 
a thousand pounds, by your consent, in buying of Gouldsmise [sic] 
Grange, which I am very sorry for now. I never dreamed you 
should have needed any of my help, for if I had they should have 
wanted all, and myself, before you. I hope this servant will bring 
us better news of your resolutions than yet we hear of, which I 
pray heartily for, and give alms for you, that it will please Almighty 
God to direct your heart the best way to His honour and glory.

Glimpses of the actual state of the country and of 
the popular feeling penetrate clearly even through these 
letters of affection, but the great majority of Bucking- 
ham’s correspondents were mere flatterers. In our Preface 
to Vol. I. of the Calendar of Charles I. we pointed 
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attention to some egregious examples of this vice of the 
age as exhibited by Bishop Williams. In the present 
volume, other persons will be found almost contesting the 
palm with the ex-Lord Keeper. 

Bishop Montaigne of London having sent a gift to the 
Duke which he hesitated to accept, the Bishop assured 
him, that to refuse his offering would break his heart. 
When God, he informs the Duke, returns back again a 
man’s sacrifice, it is because he is offended with him; 
therefore the Bishop could not live if the Duke returned 
him his (Vol. lviii., No. 102). Bishop Theophilus Field, 
having been elected to St. David's, on the recommendation 
of Buckingham communicated to Bishop Laud on the 
Duke’s departure to Rhé, tells his patron that he had 
imitated God himself, who “ very oft, as he*passeth by and 
seems to turn from us, leaves a blessing behind.” The new 
Bishop is full of ardour on the Duke’s behalf. He 
compares the late parliamentary opposition to “ dogs in a 
village, barking for company, with full and foul mouth,” 
and burns with desire to throw off his rochet, that he 
may turn soldier, that he may see the Duke's face and 
be in the head of his troops, to encourage them to cry 
St. George, to pray and to fight for the Duke (Vol. lxxyv., 
No. 84). The Earl of Exeter, the grandson of Burghley, 
assured the Duke, as the opinion of “ his most passionate 
and admiring servant,” that what he had achieved at Rhé 
was “ miraculous.” Sec. Conway and others, who owed 
their fortunes to the will of the favourite, openly pro- 
fessed themselves to be his “creatures.” Sir James Bagg, 
whose fortune was yet to be made, bade for favour, and 
obtained it, by glorying in subscribing himself his Grace’s 
‘© slave.” 

But even Buckingham had some correspondents who 
withdrew the veil which concealed from him the truth. 
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We will give two examples. One is that of Sir Robert 
Pye, an Auditor of the Exchequer, one of the Duke's 
officers in Westminster, of which Buckingham was High 
Steward, and ultimately one of his executors. The fol- 


lowing is a passage of a letter written by Pye on 21st 
September, 1627:— 


“ Pardon me, I beseech you, if I humbly desire that you would 
advisedly consider of the end, and how far his Majesty’s revenue of 
all kinds is now exhausted. We are upon the third year’s anticipa- 
tion beforehand; land, much sold of the principal; credit lost; 
and at the utmost shift with the Commonwealth. I would I did 
not know so much as I do, for I do protest I would not for 500/., 
but I had been in the country. Deputy Lieutenants are not active, 
and Justices of Peace of better sort are willing to be put out of 
Commission, every man doubting and providing for the worst, so 
that all our fears increase at home. I know I please not, but I 
cannot see one I am so much bound unto, and not inform him my 
reason. I know no way to advise, but by some speedy accommoda- 
tion of these loans, for nothing pleaseth so long as this is on foot,, 
and of late no money, or little, hath been paid thereupon. For my 
own particular, I will lay myself to pawn for your Lordship, but so 
soon as the Fort is taken, I could wish your Lordship were here. 
Mr. Chancellor is very willing to further your supplies, and 
Mr. Secretary Coke and my Lord Keeper, I assure your Lordship, 
very desirous to do anything.” * 


Sir George Goring, a more courtly person than Sir 
Robert Pye, and an officer of the Queen’s Household, 
tells something of the same tale in slightly different 
words :— 

“ In my last I was bold to represent unto your 
lschiie the hazard you would run, if you expected more timely 
supplies, for the City from whence all present money must now be 
raised (or nowhere) is so infested by the malignant part of this 


kingdom, as no man that is moneyed will lend upon any security, 
if they think it to go the way of the Court, which now is made

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diverse from the State. Such is the present distemper. For, say 
they, all the revenue is anticipated for the next whole year, which 
being so, the Farmers’ and such like bonds are little worth, for the 
King may break all those assignments at his own will, and where 
then shall they be paid, the Farmers only being made able by the 
King’s credit, not their own, for such sums as those are. What I 
then wrote unto your Lordship daily falls out to be true. In a 
word, therefore, my dearest Lord, let me tell you what many 
honest-hearted men, divestest of passion or by-ends, say, that if it 
be true, as is here conceived, that the Fort be again revictualled in 
such plenty as will force you to a winter siege, at the best, before 
you can hope for any good success, that then your Lordship would 
rather betake you to a new counsel, and think what way to curb 
the French insolency some other way, than by a wilful struggling 
against them where the season and place give them such infinite 
advantage of you. Besides, my dear Lord, here at home (where 
your judgment is first to reflect) are such desperate obstructions as 
nothing but your presence can remove; and that will do it, if you 
will yet be pleased in time to look about you, or let me perish for a 
false vile wretch to you. 1 dare boldly say this, for I have proved 
many a spirit, and though they have been long averse, yet the 
hazard of the public and the pain of their private, both which 
grow now fast and near upon them, makes them now study as fast 
to come off as before to come on the way they so violently pressed 
into. Hasten, hasten, therefore, my dearest Lord, unto us; your 
instructions, as I am informed, will bear it ; and do not disenable 
yourself from giving a second blow, by overreaching too far in the 
pursuit of this.”* 


The present volume contains many notices of the persons 
who refused to contribute to the Loan. Amongst them 
is the Attorney General’s own report of his argument in 
the case of Sir John Heveningham, and other gentlemen, 
who, having been committed for this cause to various 
prisons on the special command of the King, applied to 
the Court of King’s Bench to be discharged or admitted 
to bail. Among the defaulters in the Duchy Liberty in 
Westminster occurs “John Shakespere,” probably the

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person noticed by Mr. Collier in his Annals of the Stage, 
II., 42, 55. He was apparently at one time a player, and 
afterwards a saddler and bit-maker. The state of the 
account between himself and the King in the way of his 
trade may have furnished him with a sufficient excuse for 
declining to contribute tothe Loan. Mr. Collier has shown, 
that on John Shakespere’s death, in or before 1637, the 
royal debt to him amounted to 1,692/. lls. One of his 
bills, amounting to 302/. 11s. 8d., is printed in the Gentle- 
man’s Magazine, Vol. xiii. N.S., p. 604. His relation- 
ship, if any, to the family of the Poet has not yet been 






























ascertained. 

There are many papers respecting the billeting 
of soldiers, the disturbances which ensued, the execution 
of martial law, and a great deal of exact information 
respecting the levy,. support, and pay of both military 
and naval forces. The state, also, of the national 
defences issa subject of frequent illustration. Landguard 
Point was fortified in 1626; and papers in the present 
volume relate to the erection of defences at Portsmouth, 
and its conversion into a naval station,—a proceeding 
extremely distasteful to the established authorities of 
Chatham. 

The erection of Lighthouses on the more prominent 
headlands of our southern coast is another subject 
which receives illustration. This encroachment on the 
ancient realm of darkness met with an opposition which 
is worthy of being remembered. It will be seen at 
page 494 (Vol. Ixxxix., No. 27), that on a petition 
from the masters of ships and inhabitants of several 
of the Cinque Ports, together with various pilots of 
the navy, the King, according to the custom of the 
period, had granted a patent privilege for the erection 
of lighthouses on the North and South Foreland, it being 
represented that such buildings would be useful for avoid- 
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ing the dangers of the Goodwin Sands. ‘The Corporation 
of the Trinity House stand forward to oppose this inno- 
vation. They declare themselves bound in duty to inform 
the King that there is no necessity for such lighthouses, 
neither will they be of any use in avoiding the dangers 
alluded to. This they assert to be also the opinion of the 
Masters of the Navy—four ancient functionaries of high 
consideration. Finally, they warn the King that both the 
Trinity House and the Masters are directly against the 
erecting of any such lighthouses, and that they think the 
charge per ton imposed for its maintenance will be a great 
grievance. The immediate effect of such powerful oppo- 
sition does not appear, nor is it possible to calculate how 
many thousands of lives must have been saved by its 
ultimately proving unsuccessful. 

In the midst of Expeditions and Sieges, Art and Litera- 
ture were but little attended to. Still there are papers of 
interest under these heads. At p. 247 isa payment to Daniel 
Mittens of £100 for pictures of James IV. of Scotland, 
of Queen Mary of Scotland, and of King Charles himself. 
Two important papers occur at pp. 201, 342, relating to 
Cosin’s Hours of Prayer; a grant of privilege for the 
sole printing of King James’s translation of the Psalms 
will be found at p. 524; papers relating to Le Grys’s 
translation of Barclay’s Argenis (pp. 585, 589); the 
descent of the patent for printing Bibles (pp. 235, 249) ; 
the dispute respecting the rights of the Cambridge Uni- 
versity press (p. 493); and the censure passed on 
Dr. Dorislaus for the expression of republican tenets in 
his History Lecture at Cambridge (p. 470). The Index 
will also bring to light many other references to literary 
persons and artists, and their works. At p. 222, occurs an 
odd allusion to Little Geoffrey Hudson, the Queen’s dwarf, 
and his tumbling out of window, much to Her Majesty’s 
sorrow, at Denmark, that is, Somerset, House. Archie 
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Armstrong was a conspicuous figure at a royal dinner 
on board the Triumph at Portsmouth, of which there is 
a good account at p. 212. 

Secretary Sir John Coke’s scheme for raising money 
by the institution of a Royal Association is worthy of 
notice on several accounts. The members were to be 
pledged to serve the King with person, goods, and might ; 
they were to be distinguished by some riband or badge 
of the King’s colour, worn in their hats; and were to 
be entitled to precedence at all public meetings. A fee, 
payable on admission, was to be applied to setting forth 
a fleet. 

Among papers illustrative of National Character and 
Progress may be pointed out several articles respecting 
the state of the coal trade; a grant at p. 115, not merely 
giving power to convey water by a covered aqueduct from 
Hoddesdon to the metropolis, but also to disperse the same 
through the streets and houses; the papers respecting the 
voyages set forth by the Earl of Warwick and Sir Kenelm 
Digby; and the grant to the Earl of Montgomery of 
Barbadoes and other islands in the West Indies. 

The same effective assistance rendered to the Editor by 
William Impey, Esq., and William Douglas Hamilton, Esq., 
both of the State Paper Office, which was acknowledged 
in the Preface to Volume I. of this Calendar, has been 
continued throughout the present volume, and demands _ 
grateful acknowledgment on the part of the Editor. The 
zeal of these gentlemen materially helps forward the 
publication, and tends to promote its accuracy.

2. Sir John Hippisley to the Duke of Buckingham. Sends a leiter

the Cinque Port ships, because he did not stay for him at Calais, 
which was owing to the badness of the weather. Capt. Pennington 
had been twice driven back, but had gone again that morning. The 
time of the Port ships is out, and they have called them in.

Has written to Pennington to send a ship for Gerbier. On the 
Duke’s warrant, Hippisley pressed three ships at Dover, but the 
Commissioners will not pay a penny for them.

These are reporters of the Earl’s 
little affection to the King’s service, and greater attachment to the 
Duke’s enemies. In Cornwall all lend save Eliot, Coryton, Arundel, 
and their associates. Hopes the King will make them examples for 
times to come.

Mommery, to be appointed Gunner of Deal Castle, in the place of 
Pancras Fathers, deceased. 


77. Petition of Serjeants employed in the Cadiz expedition, and 
returned out of Ireland on the “reducement,” to the same. Have 
continued in London for eight months in expectation of their cap- 
tains being employed again ; and having received only one month’s 
means, they pray for relief. 


78. Sir George Blundell to Nicholas, Has received order to 
forbear reducing Capt. Ogle and Capt. Brett.

Sec. Conway to Sir Charles Morgan. Has given the best order 
and assistance to send away the recruits he could. [ Minute, 
Conway's Letter Book, p- 266. | 


88. Sir Henry Marten to Sec. Coke. Has received his letter for 
discharge of the Tobias and Black Lion, Danish ships, it being his 
Maje sty ’s pleasure that the Danish Ambassador may be sent away 
without cause of complaint. The cause as to the Tobias is ended to 
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the Ambassador’s content, but that as to the Black Lion is carried 
into the Court of Delegates. Ifsent back to the Court of Admiralty, 
Sir Henry will be most ready to obey. | 


89. Commissioners of the Navy to Sec. Coke. Are informed that 
fourteen sail of Dunkirkers are now at sea waiting to intercept the 
ships appointed to transport soldiers to Hamburgh. It is thought 
they cannot escape unless the wafters were increased to ten. 


90. Capt. William Hawkeridge to Nicholas. Entreats that he may 
be cleared to follow his voyage. Unless he obtains relief he shall be 
undone, for all but 300/. lies onhim, Has disbursed 601. amongst his 
men. Offers Nicholas ten pieces, and if he returns home well will 
requite him with: 30/. 


91. Gilbert Raleigh to the same. Sir John Drake has taken one 
of the corn barks for the King’s use.

94. Capt. William Jewell to Buckingham. Reports his proceed- 
ings as Captain of one of the ships under Capt. Pennington, from 
March 26, to this date. ‘ 





95. Capt. Richard Saltonstall to Sec. Conway, Visct. Killultagh. 
Should have received 500 men, but has no more than 290. The 
Norfolk men, who are 150, mutinied within one day’s march of 
Harwich. The men dispersed, and beat away their conductor, who 
arrived there alone. Begs for speedy order what he shall do. 


96. Capt. William Jewell to Nicholas. He was enforced to write 
to Mr. Burrell for a warrant for a topmast out of the King’s stores 
at Portsmouth, and needing a sudden answer, was constrained to 
send by post, but the postmasters would not have carried the letter 
had he not written to the Duke. Begs Nicholas to send his 
letter to Mr. Burrell. Wishes it would please God to send “some- 
thing a-twart his hawse,” whereby he might requite his debt to 
Nicholas. 


97. Sir Thos. Pigott to the same. Solicits by his means to be 
one of the ten captains that are to be retained. With underwritten 
recommendation by Sir George Blundell. 
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1. Mayor and Aldermen of Bristol to the Council. Have re- 
ceived their Lordships’ letter, calling upon them to make ready the 
two ships which they were required to provide last year, but which, 
as the letter imports, were then respited in their favour. Remind 
their Lordships, that, although other ports failed, they, to their great 
cost, provided what was required of them; wherefore they pray to 
be excused the service now demanded. 


2. Sec. Conway, Viscount Killultagh, to Henry Earl of Man- 
chester, Lord President of the Council. Suggests that the Council 
should order Burlamachi to supply immediately 1,000 pair of shoes 
to the soldiers about to be embarked from London for the service of 
Denmark ; that the men should all be ordered on shipboard on pain 
of death; and that a press should be made in the villages within 
five miles of the river side to apprehend stragglers.

+ 4. Capts. Robert Gosnold and Richard Saltonstall to the same. 
Having received order to embark, they caused the drum to beat, 
commanding every pressed man on pain of death to prepare for 
shipboard. As they were embarking them, 100 or more broke 
through a bye-guard, and ran away ; hope that most of them will 
be brought back. Some of the revolted Norfolk men are at Man- 
ningtree. Have sent to them, promising them their pay. Beg 
instructions as to punishing the mutineers, and making up the 
number now wanting. 


5. Mayor and others of Kingston-upon-Hull to the same. The 
soldiers were embarked before the 20th; those from Lancashire 
arrived on the 17th. After conference with the Trinity House, it 
was thought best to send the ships to Stade rather than to the 
Weser ; they set sail that morning.

Served in 
the Cadiz expedition as captain of a merchant vessel, and under the 
Earl of Lindsey as captain of the Swiftsure and Vanguard, and 
spent much more than the King’s allowance. Has attended in town 
in expectation of further employment, but finds himself left out. 
Prays to have the benefit of a Baronet. 


23. Sir George Hay, Lord Chancellor of Scotland, to Sec. Coke. 
Capt. Seton had been found ; he is now in the writer's lodging, and 
shall be kept there until his Majesty’s further pleasure be received. 
Noblemen of the best sort have offered to bind their whole estates 
for him. 


24. Dr. Thomas Rives, the King’s Advocate, to Lord President 
Manchester. According to his command, Dr. Rives gave warning to 
Mr. Elie Carteret to bring to him any other writings for justification 
of his brother’s cause. He had brought two, but they were unim- 
portant. 


25. Examination of Michael Donnevide, respecting a visit paid 
by him to the iron gun foundry at Marshfield in Sussex, and his 
communications with one Thomas Weeken, a gunfounder there, 
respecting his going into France. 


26. Bond of George Sheppard, William Newby, James Clarke, 
Daniel Porten, and Arnold Braems, in 300/., conditioned for the 
personal appearance of the three first-named persons before one of 
the Secretaries of State within six days, and their daily attendance 
afterwards until discharged. 


27. The King to Attorney General Heath. The late King, by 
letters patent, dated Sept. 13, in his 19th year, gave to Sir James 
Ouchterlony, one of the Gentlemen of his Privy Chamber, for his 
life, rents amounting to 59/. 1s. 94d. per annum; the King is 
pleased that any other life should be substituted in place of Sir 
James's, and directs the Attorney General to prepare a grant 
accordingly. 


28. Mayor of Hadleigh to the Council. John Beaumont, collector 
of the Loan for that town, certifies that no man there refused to pay 
the same, and that the amount has been paid into the Exchequer. 


29. Petition of Anne Pyke to “the High and Mighty Prince, the 
Duke of Buckingham.” That having informed against one Moore for 
not properly employing 20/. received of the Duke, and also for 
detaining certain writings from the Duke, the examination of the 
matter was referred to Lord Conway. Petitioner attending his 
Lordship, who was walking in St. James's Park, was grievously 
threatened by Moore; whereupon, and having a secret to com- 
municate to the Duke, she prays him to admit her to an interview. 
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30. Examination of Richard Everard respecting the misconduct 
of William Rowe and Richard Spurwell in resisting the warrant of 
Sir James Bagg for the stay of their ships the William and Margaret, 
and the John, both of Stonehouse. 


31. Examination of Amos Hancock, Marshal of the Admiralty at 
Plymouth, in support of the charge against William Rowe and 
Richard Spurwell. 


32. Examination of John Hill in support of the same charge. 


33. Examinations of Patrick Hubber, Cornelius Albert, James 
Hutchin, and Thomas Wisher. They were all sailors taken by Dun- 
kirkers into Passages, where they found a fleet prepared for a descent 
upon Scilly. 


Dispensation to William Beelie, B.D., to hold, together with the 
archdeaconry of Carmarthen and the rectory of Stoke Golding, in the 
diocese of Lincoln, the rectory of King’s Stanley, in the diocese of 
Gloucester, for two years longer. [Coll. Sign Man., Car. I., Vol. iii., 
No. 45.] 


34. Minutes of papers to be signed by the King. They comprise 
a letter to the Emperor of Russia, reeommending Dr. Dee, Capt. 
Gilbert, and others; letter testimonial for John Scrope, son of 
Adrian Scrope; grants from the Commissioners for Sales to 
the Earl of Exeter, Richard Okely, and John Williams; and to 
William Mintern; with a Privy Seal for 50/., for “laying extra- 
ordinary stages during his Majesty’s progress.” 


35. List, apparently prepared for the King’s signature, of the 
entertainments of the several officers, soldiers, and other persons 
composing the army appointed for service under the command of the 
Duke of Buckingham, as settled by the King. The total, for ten 
regiments of foot, with artillery, is 3,077/. 2s. 4d. per week. 


36. Notes relative to the mode of carrying out an Order of Council 
for raising 20 companies of soldiers in Ireland, to take part in the 
present expedition; they were to be under the command of Sir 
Ralph Bingley, Sir Peregrine Bertie, and Sir Pierce Crosby ; and 
ten companies were, if possible, to be made up of the troops returned 
from Cadiz, and the remainder of Irish voluntaries. 


37. Warrant from the Council to Bernard Johnson, the King’s 
Engineer, who was about to attend the present expedition, au- 
thorizing him to appoint, as his deputies, Francis Charter and his 
son Edward for the works at Portsmouth, and Michael Lambert for 
those at Pendennis and Scilly. 


38. Petition of Peter Adrianson, Captain of the Unicorn, to the 
Council. Went out of Flushing on February 25 last, with a com- 
mission from the Prince of Orange. Captured a Spanish bark. 
Bringing her to Cowes to stop a leak, his own ship and his prize 
were both stayed. Prays that he may be suffered to depart home. 
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39. Petition of Sir Cuthbert Hacket, Lord Mayor, and the 
Aldermen of London, to the Council. On the petition of the Company 
of Goldsmiths, they pray the Council to vouchsafe a public hearing 
of the objections to the appointment of a Royal Exchanger. On the 
same paper is the petition of the Goldsmiths to the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen, and the answer of Henry Earl of Holland to the petitions 
of the City and the Goldsmiths. He alleges that these petitions are 
grounded in generalities, and have no other aim than to draw the 
business into confusion, clamour, and delay. Prays that the ex- 
ceptions may be particularly expressed. [Copzves.] 


40. Petition of Sir Robert Killigrew, Captain of Pendennis Castle, 
to the same. Has been a continual suitor for nine years for supply 
of ammunition, and repair of the said Castle; got 300/., eight years 
since, for repair of the house, then ready to fall, and 350/. to make 
platforms and mend a breach, but there is neither powder, match, 
bullets, nor one carriage to mount a piece of ordnance, and the ports, 
courts of guard, and storehouses are utterly decayed. Being about 
to be employed abroad, he prays the Council to make an act 
whereby it may appear that he did not neglect his duty. 


41. William Earl of Northampton to the same. Requesting 
authority to bind over persons who are refractory in the musters, 
and refuse fit contributions for that service. 


42. Suggestions of Sir Charles Cornwallis, as a Deputy Lieutenant 
of Suffolk, to the same. That certain orders should be made for 
arming and regulating the train bands of that county, and also for 
enab ling the Deputy ‘Licatenants to coerce those who absent them- 
selves from musters “without pursuit in law or in Parliament.” 


43. Requests of the Deputy Lieutenants of the same county to the 
same, for other similar regulations. 


44, Deputy Lieutenants of Westmoreland to the same. Send 
account of the loan. All is dutifully performed. Since then they 
received letters for levy of 100 men. This county has been usually 
charged with Cumberland, but this time that county has been 
forgotten.

51. Petition of David Balram and nine others, masters and 
owners of ships from Scotland, to Buckingham. Pray his attention 
to the papers annexed, and ask the release of their barks, with 
liberty to return home. Arneced, 


51. 1. Petition of the same persons to the Council. Petitioners, 
after having been long detained, some in Dunkirk and 
some in France, have at length arrived in England, and 
here they are stayed by the general embargo. Pray for 


their release. Underwritten are,— 
1. Reference to the Commissioners for French goods. 


2. Report of the Commissioners in favour of the peti- 
tioners, 1627, April 25. 


3. Reference from the Council to the Lord High 
Admiral. 1627, April 29. 


52. Petition of Henry Burley “to the High and Mighty Prince, the 
Duke of Buckingham,” praying for employment under the Duke. 
He is a younger brother, with small means. Sir John Hippisley is 
his kinsman. 


58. Sir John Chudleigh to the same. Praying to be appointed in 
the pending expedition to carry the Duke’s commands to the several 
ships. The want of such an officer was a great omission in the Cadiz 
expedition, the fault of which was imputed by Lord Wimbledon to 
Sir Thomas Love and Sir Michael Geere. 
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54. Petition of Anthony Crosier, late owner of the Jonas, of 
Neweastle, to the ‘right gracious Prince, George Duke of Buck- 
ingham.” Has lost 1,100/., nearly his whole estate, in the service 
of the late and present King. In two years’ suit to the King he 
obtained four orders for compensation, but none of them were 
effectual. By the last, dated February 16, he was awarded the 
prize ship, the St. Peter, of Dunkirk. Prays that he may have 
the same, or some other in which he shall be able to do his Grace 
service. 





55. Petition of the owners of the Esperance, of Ipswich, to the 
same. Their ship having been employed for more than two years 
in the King’s service under the mastership of William Rudes, Capt.

62. Edmund Lisle and William Byng, Captains of Deal and 
Walmer Castles, to the same, addressed as one of the Clerks of the 
Council. They have often petitioned for the repair of Deal and 
Walmer Castles ; the ruins daily increase, so that if some course be 
not taken with them before winter, the sea will swallow them up. 
This last winter the spring tides filled Deal Castle five foot deep, 
and there are not two foot breadth of the foundation of Walmer 
Castle left.

Petitioners nave, time whereof 
no memory 28 to the contrary, dressed and wrought all 
manner of woollen cloths made in any part of the king- 
dom, but now the Company of Weavers go about to 
restrain the bringing of Gloucestershire cloths into that 
city, which would be the overthrow of the petitioners and 
their families. Pray for redress. 


3. 11. Petition of the Fellowship and Company of Dyers of the 
same city to the same. Similar petition. 


4. Attorney General Heath to Buckingham. The Duke’s unex- 
pected departure from Court enforced him to omit the respect of 
kissing his hand. The same night he went, Sir John Burgh came 
to the Attorney General for the Commission and Instructions for 
martial law. Sends them now in a box by the post. He must 
nominate his deputies under his hand and seal. 


5. Lieut. Thomas Hayne to Nicholas. Complains of stoppages 
from his pay, and entreats Nicholas’s favour. The goods in the 
Golden Herring have been condemned, therefore he hopes to receive 
what he had laid out, and a captain’s pay besides. 


6. Sir William Heydon to the same. Begs his favour in reference 
to the matter of his letter to the King, of this date. Its coarse paper 
and coarser ink are to be attributed to “the rustical place Grave- 
send,” whence he writes, and “the distracted haste that robs our 
wits as we rob time.” 


7. Return of the names and dwelling places of 150 men pressed 
in co. Wilts, and delivered to John Brend and Owen Parry, to be 
conducted to Portsmouth. 
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8. Dr. Thos. Rives to the King. Report on the case of Charles 
Mey, a Florentine, who claimed certain cochineal and money found 
on board the Nostre Dame des Anges. He recommends that three 
barrels of cochineal should be given up, and the remainder of the 
business be turned over to the Court of Admiralty. 


9. William Lord Maynard to the same. William Isacke, returned 
as a defaulter at musters in the co.

10. Nicholas to Buckingham. Endeavoured to have been at 
Dover before the Duke was aboard, but his Grace’s diligence in the 
King’s service so far exceeded expectation as made Nicholas some 
few hours behind. Reports his exertions to get ships and ammuni- 
tion from the Thames. The Duke’s sudden departure and personal 
forwardness have so quickened all officers as that all the fleet will 
be by the end of the week at Stokes Bay. As soon as they are 
out of the river Nicholas intends to wait on the Duke at Ports- 
mouth. 


Petition of Edward Prusen, Captain of the Pilgrim, of London, 
“to the most excellent Prince, George Duke of Buckingham.” Prays 
for the release of his ship, fitted out under letters of marque, against 
the French and Spaniards, but now detained in the Thames. 


12. Sir John Watts to the same. The Holland men-of-war that 
the Duke sent for from before Dunkirk are not needed here, and there 
they keep in ships of the enemy which would soon be to the north- 
ward, among the Newcastle fleet, if they were withdrawn.

14. Sir Fulke Greville to Sec. Conway. On arriving in the 
Isle of Wight, he found detained at Cowes, Capt. John Hollard, 
Rear Admiral of a Dutch fleet of 23 ships, which were suspected 
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to be Spanish. He came to the island to set ashore 43 English- 
men that were in captivity at Sallee. Pressing exceedingly to 
be allowed to depart, Sir Fulke had given him a pass. In a 
postscript it is stated, that, having since discerned, “by a per- 
spective,” that part of the fleet had come into Stokes Bay, he had 
withdrawn his pass to the Dutch captain, and desired Lord Conway’s 
commands.

14. 1. Minute of a request of the poor men who pass from port to 
port in the Isle of Wight, that they may be permitted to 
continue to do so, on giving bonds for their return ; also 
of the Frenchmen convicted at Cowes, that they may pass 
into their own country.

The colonels and captains desire to have 
new colours; the soldiers should have hammocks, and their food 
should not be so greatly unequal to that of the sailors.

22. Petition of Robert Wolseley and Richard Wolseley, Clerks of 
the King’s Letters Patent in the Court of Chancery, to “the most 
illustrious Prince,” the Duke of Buckingham. Their office was created 
by King James, on the Duke’s recommendation, Sir Robert Pye 
and Sir Richard Younge being the first officers. On their surrender, 
the office was granted to the petitioners, who learn that a grant is 
now to be made to Mr. Nicholas, his grace’s servant, which will pass 
away a main part of their office. Pray that their grant may be 


upheld. 


23. Sir Allen Apsley to the Commissioners of the Navy. The 
St. Lawrence and the St. Mary are not of sufficient stowage to 
contain the requisite stores of victuals. Desires to have another 
ship capable of containing 150 tons. [Underwritten is a recom- 
mendation of this request addressed by two of the Commissioners 
of the Navy to Nicholas.] 


24. Sir Henry Glemham to Marmaduke Moore. Has received 
the packet about pressing 150 men in Suffolk to be sent to Ports- 
mouth. He is to attend the Council, and know what direction they 
will give about press and conduct money. The money for the 
two last presses remains unsatisfied, and without money the service 
cannot be performed. The county desires a warrant for 6} lasts of 
powder, 6} of match, and 6} of lead. They have no powder fit for 
use. 


25. The King to Sir William Heydon, Lieutenant General of the 
Ordnance. Warrant to pay to Cornelius Drebble and Arnold 
Rotispen 100/., as a reward for forging divers water engines. 


26. Mayor and others, of Exeter, to the Council. Excuse them- 
selves for not completing the collection of the loan by reason of the 
absence of divers of that city in London. They have paid 5001. to 
Sir George Chudleigh. 


27. Deputy Lieutenants of co. Glamorgan to the same. Report 
measures taken for exercising the trained bands, and putting the 
county into a state of military preparation. The county has been 
lately charged with re-building the decayed bridge of Cardiff. 
Suggest that one half of the military stores should be kept at 
Swansea and the other half at Cardiff, instead of the whole at the 
latter place, as suggested by the Council. 


28. Petition of Garrett Ouckerson, Master of the Margaret, of 
Amsterdam, to the same. Sets forth various causes of complaint 
against Sir John Eliot, “ being now in the Gatehouse,” and prays 
authority to charge him there with an attachment out of the Court 
of Admiralty. 
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29. James Ouchterlony to Buckingham. Thanks for many favours. 
About seven years ago the late King gave him leave to deal with

Stephens. [Minute, Conway's Letter Book, p. 269.] 


30. Roll of the company of Capt. Matthieu Bourquis, Commander 
of the Margaret, a ship of the Duke of Soubise, at present at 
Plymouth. 


31. Notes by Sir Sackville Crow, Treasurer of the Navy, of the 
provisions made ready for the expeditionary fleet. 


32. Commissioners for the loan in Harwich to the Council. The 
loan has been collected all but 91., and the amount laid out for the 
soldiers for the King of Denmark, lately billeted in their town. 


33. Commissioners of the Navy to Buckingham. Report the pro- 
gress made in setting forth the fleet. Difficulties in procuring 
seamen. Statement of Mr. Lieutenant, as to the number of ships 
victualled. Before the Duke leaves he should procure order for 
28,1201. for supply of ordinary stores, and also for the money 
payable to the mariners on their return. Without the former, the 
coast must be left unguarded, the Navy unrepaired, stores unfurnished, 
and so no fleet next year. Without the latter, he will encounter 
clamour at his return, and future services be prejudiced.

36. Commissioners for the Loan in Newark-upon-Trent to the 
Council. They sent up in April last, by Mr. William Sturtevant, all 
money lent to the King. No person fit to lend refused. 


37. Sec. Coke to Sec. Conway. Sends a second draft of the Duke 
of Buckingham’s instructions. The King has signed the first which 
is in the hands of Mr. Mason, Secretary to the Duke. The Duke 
wishes this second draft to be also signed and left in the hands of 
Mr. Nicholas. In the later draft there is a clause added to enable 
the Duke to nominate the Council of War and divide his fleet for 
several services. 


38. The same to Nicholas. Sends the preceding letter to be 
delivered to Lord Conway with the former draft of the Duke of 
Buckingham’s instructions, which he is to procure from Mr. Mason. 
Shall be glad to hear how he finds things at Portsmouth, and when 
the fleet goes to sea. 
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39. William Trumbull to Nicholas, his godson, and Clerk of the 
Council Extraordinary. Has before requested him to mention to the 
Duke the request of those who have given their attendance on the 
Commissioners for the Navy. They are again very earnest with him 
to do the like. 


40. Order of Council for the Lord Admiral to discharge one of the 
passage barks of Calais, now stayed at Dover, to carry over Hugh 
Ross and certain prisoners whom he is to exchange. 


41. Deputy Lieutenants of Dorsetshire to the Council. In their 
letter of May 30, they offered to their Lordships’ consideration, 
how much the county had suffered by repeated impressments of 
soldiers. Since then they have been required to impress 150 men 
more. They have done so, but with what difficulty, and what 
lamentable cries of mothers, wives, and children, they cannot 
express. ‘They desire the Council either to relieve [believe ?] them 
in their former relation of the state of their country, or to employ 
others. If his Majesty’s occasions require more men, they do not 
see how they can be supplied, except he require the trained men and 
housekeepers to be drawn out of the county. The coat and conduct 
money amounts to 77/. 16s. Pray that it may be paid forthwith. 


42. Petition of Dame Anne Phitton to the same. Praying for the 
adoption of speedy measures for the release of her son Richard 
Phitton, Ensign to Sir Robert Knowles, captured in his passage with 
a supply of 30 men to the Low Countries, about November 1625, 
and since then remaining prisoner with them at Ostend. Under- 
written is a reference to the Lord High Admiral. 


43. Message of the Duke of Buckingham to Sir Henry Marten, 
when he sent him back his commission. The Duke received so 
good satisfaction from Sir Henry when he delivered up his patent, 
that, though the Duke held himself bound, in obedience to the King 
and Lords, to receive the commission, he determined, after he had 
presented it to them, to return it with such advantage that it should 
have rather turned to Sir Henry’s credit than otherwise, but on 
second thoughts, fearing that the acceptation of it might have proved 
some disgrace, in the opinion of the world, he resolves to send it 
back at once, and hopes at his return to have the King’s approbation 
of what he has done. 


44. Petition of Inhabitants of Margate, member of the port of 
Dover, to Buckingham.

Sends letters from the 
Council at York, and from the Deputy Lieutenants of co. Dorset, 
that he may acquaint the Lords with them, and take order in them.

46. William Earl of Northampton to Sec. Conway. Recommends 
two sergeants who had been employed in Worcestershire for em- 
ployment in the present expedition.

If the Duke goes to sea, Ellzey has the wax 
candles, two puncheons of fine small white wine, racked in two 
hogsheads, such as his Grace used to drink, a pipe and a puncheon 
of fine Spanish meal, and other provisions, which he has kept in 
specie out of the tenths of Lord Warwick’s prize.

55. Capt. Richard Gyffard to Buckingham. Complains of con- 
tinued illness, with sick and feeble spirits. Is very glad that 
Buckingham is determined to build the new dock at Portsmouth, 
which will be much for his honour, and profitable to the King. It 
will be safer than Chatham, and the only way for the good govern- 
ment of the Navy, which has been ill carried these many years. 
Mr. Burrell strives to hinder it by delays. He caused the Dock 
which once was there to be filled up, and would have pulled down 
the great storehouse, to the end that he might have all the business 
to himself at Chatham. How the King has been served by him has 
been seen, and yet he remains firm in his place.

57. The same to Sir Richard Weston, Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
By the King’s direction he is to call to him Mr. Welsted, Lord 
Deputy Falkland’s agent, and treat with him for supply of Lady 
Falkland’s wants. On her change of religion, the Lord Deputy, for 
avoiding of scandal by her living in London, pressed that she might 
be sent to her mother’s, in Oxfordshire, and that a certain gentle- 
woman, who was conceived to be a principal cause of her seducement, 
might be removed from her. She pressed that a little house might 
be taken for her in Essex, near her sister Barrett’s At last the 
mother has resolved to leave the house in Oxfordshire to her 
daughter, Lady Falkland, on whose eldest son it is settled, so that 
she may be provided with means. This is the point to be arranged 
between her and Mr. Welsted ; she is in great want. Mr. Welsted 
informed Lord Conway that the Lord Deputy would allow her 5001.

58. Sir Richard Catchmay to Sec. Conway. Solicits Lord Conway 
to move the King to grant a pardon to Sir Richard’s son before the 
Assizes, which will be in about three weeks. 
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59. Sir Allen Apsley to Nicholas. The St. Mary, a prize ship, 
manned and victualled, and intended to carry men of Mons. Soubise’s, 
was weighinz anchor when Capt. Marsh took possession of her under 
a warrant surreptitiously obtained from the Council. Apsley was 
so moved at the stop of the King’s service that he gave warrant for 
the master of the ship to repossess himself again, and sail away, 
because the ship was pressed under the Great Seal, and Capt. Marsh’s 
warrant described her as the Notre Dame. Sends this explanation, 
lest there should be any complaint; begs for the loan of 200 pieces 
for three or four days, to avoid a forfeiture. 


60. Capt. Richard Gyffard to the same. Reports two unsuccessful 
voyages of their ship.

66. Sec. Coke to Sec. Conway. Order is given for the letters for 
levying 1,000 recruits for Denmark. How we shall procure money 
to transport them is the difficulty, and, without some ‘strict com- 
mandment tothe Lord Treasurer and Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
will hardly be supplied. Forwards letter to the Emperor of Russia 
to be sent by Dr. Dee and his agent ; if not returned by ro 
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noon, neither the\Doctor nor his letters can have passage this year. 
George Verney requests a letter under the King’s hand to the 
Emperor of Russia on behalf of John Scrope, son of Sir Adrian 
Scrope, to testify that he is of noble family. 


67. R. Mason to Nicholas. The King came this day to view the 
Navy. Being brought round about the bulwarks, he saw what was 
amiss, and promised, to the great content of the inhabitants, to 
repair the ruinous fortifications of his only garrison town in England. 
He went aboard the Victory, in the haven, having in his barge 
Mons. Soubise, the Earl of Rutland, the Lords Steward and Cham- 
berlain, Lords Carlisle and Denbigh. From thence he went to 
Stokes Bay, where he boarded the Rainbow, and from her went 
aboard the Triumph between 10 and 11, where he dined and stayed 
until 2 o’clock ; on board, he discovered 19 sail, which he assures 
himself to be Capt. Pennington with the remainder of the fleet. He 
asked for a list of the ships. At dinner his whole discourse was 
about them, and in particular about the Triumph, inquiring of Sir 
John Watts, in his own words, “ Whether she cund yar or no?” He 
sent a health by Sir John Watts to Mons. Soubise and the Lords to 
the good success of the voyage, at which there were five guns dis- 
charged. Dinner passed away with as much mirth as Sir Robert 
Deall, the Fool Archie, and the Duke’s musicians could make. After 
dinner, he went on board the Warspite, the Repulse, and the 
Vanguard, and thence ashore, where his coach carried him to Broom 
Down to view the troop of horse. Sir Daniel Norton’s house begins 
to be tedious to the King through the absence of the Duke. 


68. Commissioners of the Navy to the same. For warrant for John 
Bonnet, Master of the Jewel and George, appointed to transport 
victuals, to be furnished with ordnance for his ship's defence. 


69. Deodatus Staverton to the same. Thanks for the entry of 
his brother’s name “ on the list,” and the hopes thereby entertained 
that he would be restored to his company. 


70. Certificate from Sir William Browne, a Commissioner for the 
Loan, that William Perkins, of Marston Jabitt, in the hundred of 
Knightlow, co.

A little longer delay would 
have hazarded the whole action. All men are full of hope and con- 
fidence to carry the place, if succour in dark and stormy nights may 
be prevented. Many would run away from the fort but our men 
keep them in. Rumours of preparation of ships to join with 
Spanish galleons to come and fight with the English, but Becher 
sees no likelihood of that. Hose, shoes, and shirts should be sent, 
and merchants be encouraged to send provisions, for which salt and 
wines will be returned.

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56. Henry Earlof Holland to Sec. Conway. Arrived at Plymouth 
yesterday about three. On his first conference with the captains 
they acquainted him with defects which might take 10 or 15 days 
to supply ; want of mariners and of powder, and disproportioned 
supply of victuals. Has supplied himself with mariners and powder 
out of the two returned East Indiamen. By re-arrangement of the 
victuals, obtains a supply for nine weeks. Hopes to carry out these 
things, and embark in two days. Thanks for his commission. 


57. George Margitts to the same. Mr. Ashton missed his mark 
yesterday on account of “the seer of bis piece” being broken ; it lies 
for repair at the gunmaker’s at the upper end of St. Martin’s Lane.

3d., shall be sent or 
brought up by All-hollandtide. 


61. W. Lewis to the same. Excuses brevity. Sir Thomas 
Littleton, and the tide and wind, stay for no man. If they in Eng- 
land know not the wants of the army in the Isle of Rhe before that 
time, it will be too late to remedy them. They have looked them- 
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selves and their perspectives blind in looking after Lord Holland 
from the tops of houses. If he come within four or five days some 
good may yet be done. Has been ill of 28 boats that relieved the 
citadel and a fever. But Griffith has served his turn, Mason says, 
for ill news. Wishes honest Dr. Moore had been with them instead 
of his Scots Doctor, who put the whole army in alarm every other 
night. Wishes they may have an honourable return. Sends letters 
to my Lord of Bath and Wells. 


62. Sir John Hippisley to Sir John Chudleigh. Will endeavour 
to find the men pressed from the Cinque Ports, and make examples 
of them, as directed by the Council.

1. Henry Earl of Holland to the King. Has received his com- 
mands by Jack Ashburnham to go to Plymouth, and there expect 
the Duke. Beseeches him to give him leave, if he find not the 
Duke there, to go on towards Rhé, not with the land forces, but 
with the provisions of victuals, for it may fall out that supplies 
have been brought them from the western parts, and he knows the 
Duke will stay to “ the last bitte.” Besides, he fears lest the Duke 
should have sailed with a small proportion of victuals, and in this 
wind “he can tack nowhere but either in France or Spain, and, if 
hunger press them, the soldiers and mariners will, rather than 
perish, deliver up your ships and selves to the enemy.” Believes 
this to be to the King’s service, in the preservation of the King’s 
dear servant and his army.

His pleasure and delight are in the Duke’s health and welfare; and 
he rejoices to hear his Grace is not in that want which reports affrighted 
him with. Hopes the present supply will be speeded, although it be not 
such as will keep themlong. Has victualled the soldiers for 31 days, 
and the seamen for 14; this he has done as a work of duty. Hopes 
for money shortly. The Earl of Holland has been put back by an 
extreme storm, but will not lose an hour in setting sail. 


16. Sir John Chudleigh to the same. Announces his arrival in 
Plymouth Sound. Has such zeal to expedition in this business, as 
to hold him a traitor that will omit any time. Requests order to 
Sir James Bagg to supply them with some necessaries. 


17. Sec. Coke to the same. Requests him to return the letters 
brought by the Secretary of Lubeck, that he may prepare an 
answer. If there be news from the Earl of Holland, he will wait 
upon him; if not, he will attend the board in the afternoon. 


18. Edward Reed to the same. The next day, after Mr. Wyan, 
Sir Fulke Greville, and the writer came to Yarmouth (Isle of 
Wight) in the night, the English ship, that was the subject of 
their commission, stole from under the Castle, carrying away 
the man the writer left aboard, into Southampton river, where she 
remains. The merchant pretends it was to fulfil a warrant sent 
to the customer there from the Lord Treasurer. Three Dutch East 
India ships have miscarried in coming in at the Needles, one of 
them, men and all, laden with provisions. The tonnage of the 
three ships is estimated at 1,600 tons. Their voyage was for a 
plantation, and they carry with them many women and children. 


19. Charles Viscount Wilmot to the same. William, the pos- 
tilion, sent with the advertisement of Lord Holland’s going to Ports- 
mouth, was with him on Tuesday, a little after noon ; since which, 
they have greedily expected the ships from the Downs. Is almost 
in despair, that this wind, which is good for all other purposes, keeps 
them in the Thames. They have shipping there for 1,000 men, which 
they would have sent away, but that they have no arms for them. 
Great contentment at the King’s acceptance of his service ; it is the 
indissoluble duty he is born for. The country grows impatient at the 
charge of the soldiers. Detains William because he is so good a post, 
coming thither in less than two days, that he may take back the 
news of their sailing. Wants of the officers, and non-arrival of the 
1,0007. promised them, but they will not cry “ Guelt, guelt !” like the 
Dutchmen, when they go to fight. A postscript announces, that 
eight great ships have appeared in sight, which they assure themselves 
is the fleet from the Thames. 


20. The same to the same. [Another letter, written after the 
preceding, but sent inclosed with it.] With reference to the 
1,000/. promised the officers, they will not stay an hour for it, 
but request that it may be sent to Sir James Bagg, on their 
account, and to ‘be expended in discharging their debts at Ply- 
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mouth. Hope to be gone on the morrow night, or early the 
next morning. On first sight of the ships at sea, sent for all the 
companies billeted in the country to come thither. 


Nicholas to Sir James Bagg. Will not fail to make honest and 
hearty report to the Duke of “Bagg’s care. For Capt. Heale’s prize, 
he may deal with him, but not for less than a full third. He is to 
be careful that the Duke do not lose his tenths of the prizes of the 
Earl of Warwick and Sir Francis Stewart. Has been earnest with 
Mr. Fotherley to supply Bagg with money. He has been in York- 
shire these six weeks past. Lord Holland is gone by way of Ports- 
mouth, and will not touch at Plymouth, unless Sir John Chudleigh 
be passed. Hopes now to see Mr. Davyle shortly with a good 
despatch of that business. Mr. Drake and Mr. Kift have fallen short 
of the expectation themselves raised. Desires to know if he hears of 
the arrival of Sir William Becher, at St. Martin’s. [Copy. Nicholas’s 
Letter Book, p. 61.) 


Nicholas to Henry Earl of Holland. Sir John Chudleigh sailed 
from the Downs on Tuesday, 16th, about 7 p.m. It now rests with 
Lord Holland to succour the Duke “on live.” He much doubts if 
the Earl make not haste, and Sir William Becher did not arrive 
after the date of Lord Holland’s letter of the Ist instant, that the 
Duke and the army is in very great extremity, if not lost, which 
the Lord of Heaven forbid! His “expedition may now save the lives 
of many, the honour of the Duke, the State, and his Majesty 
(which he knows the Duke prefers before his life), and God’s true 
religion. [Copy, ibid., p. 58.] 


The same to Capt. John Mason. His letter of the Ist instant did 
much amaze Nicholas, and the King was infinitely troubled to see 
it, and that from the Duke to Lord Holland. Until Mr. Ashby 
came, none ever said the army was in want of victuals, but that you 
had good markets, and plenty both of men and money. Both fleet 
and army had victuals till October 20, and the supplies sent by Sir 
William Becher would serve for 9,000 men, for five weeks. If this be 
arrived, hopes they are not in that extremity to abandon the siege, 
and though the Duke has written thus to Lord Holland, it is hoped 
that he has written thus earnestly only to hasten away the supplies. 
There has not been that timely care as was requisite, but for nearly a 
month it has been want of wind that has hindered the arrival. 
Nothing ever troubled him like this letter and news. Wishes, if 
Lord Holland finds them at St. Martin’s, that the Duke would come 
home shortly after. Wishes to know the Duke likes Nicholas’s bold 
writing in his hasty letters. [Copy, ibid., p. 60.] 


21. Sir John Chudleigh to Nicholas. Repeats information given 
in his letter to Sec. Conway, No. 16. Hopes he shall get rid of the 
ill opinion was had of him in neglecting time. Has not been 
ashore. Hopes Nicholas will stand for him, that he be not undere 

valued, if any of the rest of the King’s ships come in company with 
him. Hopes Sir Sackville Crow will ‘perform his promise. Borrowed 
money to furnish himself for the voyage. 
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22. Henry Earl of Holland to Nicholas. A fleet of Dutch East 
Indiamen had been driven into the Needles, and two of them are 
wrecked. They have in them chests of silver and other things of 
value, which may possibly be recovered. Advertises him thereof, that 
he may take care of the rights of the King and the Lord Admiral. 
Had sent Capt. Towerson to examine the state of the wreck. 


23. Sir Henry Mervyn tothe same. Will ship their victuals, and 
Lord Holland goes aboard that afternoon. Intends to sail to-morrow 
morn.:ng. When he comes to Plymouth, shall hear from him. Begs 
him to recommend Capt. Ledyard to a better ship than the Charles. 
High praise of his demeanor and abilities as a seaman. Begs 
Nicholas to forward letters addressed to Mervyn on opportunity. 


24. Simon Bowrey to William Burrell. Reports what alterations 
are necessary in the Pheenix. Will cost 200/., but cannot get any one 
there to undertake them. Sir Thomas Button is come to Bristol, and, 
if men can be got, he purposes to sail on Saturday or Monday next. 
Mr. Kitchen has taken great pains and met with many difficulties, 
there having been so many men pressed in Bristol in comparison with 
other places. The St. Andrew is much improved by alterations, and 
Sir Thomas Button will do the same with the Antelope. The dry 
dock made by Miller and Browne has fallen into decay. [Under- 
written is a postscript by Robert Kitchen, explaining what obstacles 
he has met with in pressing men at Bristol.]

He has done much more than was commanded, 
or he had warrant for. The 1,000 men will all be aboard in the 
morning. 
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29. Sir Ferdinando Gorges to Sec. Conway. Intreats inquiry into 
the device of legerdemain, tending to the prejudice of his Majesty’s 
service, pr actised on his letter of J fuly last. Of late has forborne to 
write, being something out of countenance to receive no answer to 
any of his. The country not without clamour for want of money 
for billeting, nor the soldier without want of clothes, the officers 
grievously complaining of their necessities ; but now Sir John Chud- 
leigh has arrived, hopes, by Saturday, they will all be aboard. Begs 
for leave to come to London this term. Speech of 25 sail of Dun- 
kirkers and Spanish galleons to join the French. Regrets the year 
is so far spent, and so many of our ships abroad, out of trim. The 
Spaniard, enemy to both nations, looking how he may advance his 
ends, will give the great blow at last. 


Henry Earl of Holland to the same. Is packing aboard all 
those provisions which he found unshipped, and will himself aboard 
that night, to lose no jot of time. With the morning’s tide he hopes 
to set sail. With this wind, must pass the Needles with the King’s 
ships. 


31. The same to the same. Received his letter aboard the King’s 
ship at + o’clock that afternoon, where he was staying for the first 
opportunity. Being assured of an impossibility to get out till the 
next day, he put himself in a fisher boat to gain forward some 
leagues ere he could land to take post; but the extremity of weather 
forced him into Cowes, with the nearest escape of drowning. With 
all possible speed he hastes to Plymouth. The ships at Portsmouth 
will, he hopes, meet him in a short time. No intelligence of 
Sir John Chudleigh. The King seems to have some doubt of the 
Duke’s last letter. Sends it and that of Sir James Bagg which con- 
veyed it. He gives credit to it. 


32. William Murray to the same. Arrived there this morning, 
and found Lord Wilmot ready to sail, but, hearing of Lord Holland’s 
intended putting in here, he prolongs his resolution a day.

Sir John Chud leigh arriv- 
ing on Thursday, he dete rmined that on Saturday morning he would 
set sail, but the at ver y hour that he received Lord Cc onway’s last letter 
came Mr. William Murr: ay with a letter that he was to attend some 
directions from Lord Holland, whom they do not hear of. This 
second command much distracts him, but he has resolved, if Lord 
Holland come not on the morrow by 12 o’elock, to set sail. If they 
find the Duke in Rhé, their provision will enable him to hold there 
these two or three months, and why he should put aboard, with sucha 
wind flat against him, he knows not. If he exceeds the strictness of 
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a command upon good probabilities for the King’s service, he dares 
adventure his head at his mercy. Lord Westmeath went on Thurs- 
day last to the Duke, and met Sir John Chudleigh at sea. He 
cannot but tell the Duke that they should presently be with 
him.

Should like to see 
the lives of those people who doubt the Duke's letter stand the hazard 
of that letter. Ashburnham trembles to think of it, knowing it 
cannot be otherwise. These people wish to lay upon the Duke the 
blame of rising without being commanded by the King. Cannot 
but be impatient when he thinks at what a cheap rate they have 
sold the Duke, but he defies them to say that he has not done as 
much as flesh and blood could do, For Nicholas’s advice that the 
Duke should come home before he enters upon any other action, it 
shall be Ashburnham’s first discourse to him. Some ulterior inten- 
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tion of the Duke is alluded to as “the most dangerousest thought 
that ever he entertained without acquainting the King and the 
Council with it.” The Duke will be inquisitive whether Ashburn- 
ham fully expressed the necessity of the army. Hopes he and all 
the world will witness with him. Services of Sir James Bagg.

81. Jo. Hawkins to Nicholas. Gives account of the departure 
of the Earl of Holland by land; the endeavour of the St. George 
to follow him ; her great danger and return.

Finding Plymouth appointed as a ren- 
dezvous for a greater number, they make known the dangerous state 
they are like to fall into if these troops be not attended with a good 
sum of ready money, for the satisfaction of the late charge, which 
amounts to about 2,500/., and for their future weekly billet. Have 
done their utmost to raise means to billet the 2,000 men, and so far 
failed, as that some of them are deeply engaged in purse and credit 
for the discharge thereof. They are, moreover, so continually 
molested with the cry of the poor billeters, and their credit so 
entirely lost with their countrymen, that without money and a sufli- 
cient captain, like Lord Wilmot, they know not how to attain the 
ends of the Council, or keep the country in peace.

Our 
men spoiled one another, and more were drowned than slain. The 
Duke was the last man in the rear, and carried himself beyond 
expression bravely.

Has 
acquainted the Warden of Wadham with the Bishop’s queries. He 
will resolve them by the next carrier. At the same time the Warden 
consulted Dr. Juxon about his belonging to some person of quality, 
with proposal to tender his service to the Bishop. Juxon inquires 
what is the Bishop’s feeling thereon, that if adverse he may spare 
him a denial. Abuse of an apothecary at Oxford by one Smith, a 
commissioner in the case of Mr. Harrington. Dr. Rawlinson has 
built a new house at Oxford. Conversation with him, in which he 
suggests various new ecclesiastical arrangements. Appointment of 
Dr. Juxon to the Bishoprick of Worcester, of Mr. Baylie to 
St. John’s, and of himself (Dr. Rawlinson) to the see of Oxford, for 
which his new house was well fitted. Troubles the Bishop with 
these particulars that he may read the good conceit we have of 
ourselves at Oxford.

9. Petition of John Evelyn, the King’s Powder Maker, to the 
Council. Petitioner is bound to deliver great quantities of powder 
to the King’s stores on payment of 1,700/. per month. That 
payment has not been continued for above six months, wherefore he 
has been obliged, for the maintenance of his works, to sell to other 
persons. But by reason of the manufacture of gunpowder by the 
East India Company, and one Michael Waring, there is no sale for 
the powder made for the King. Prays that his monthly payment 
may be continued, or the other powder makers may be restrained, 
no such liberty having been given for above 60 years to any but 
the petitioner and his ancestors.

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1. Capt. John Harvey to Nicholas. H's ship, the Rainbow, of 
Aldborough, was one of those forced on shore in Hamoaze, but was 
the first got off with the loss of her bowsprit and breaking down of 
some of her upper works. Relates the course taken for the recovery 
of the Bonaventure, to the care of which the writer was appointed 
by the Earl of Denbigh, Sir Henry Mervyn, and Sir James Bagg. 
The Rainbow will require great care and help before she can be 
brought off. Capt. Weddell has used great diligence, but Sir John 
Chudleigh and Sir James Bagg have found cause to displace her 
Master. The carpenters sent down have not advanced the service. 
Capt. Edward Porter was buried on New Year's Eve. 


2. Commissioners of the Navy to the same. To procure the 
Duke’s order to sell the corn aboard the Anne Speedwell, of - 
Ipswich, which is heated, and grown musty, to his Majesty’s best 
advantage. 


3. [Sir John Watts] to the same. Since the departure of the 
officers of the Sea Treasury, he has had much trouble with the new 
sailors. Has made it known that a sum of money was left in his 
keeping for them, and that he daily expected so much more as would 
pay them, and therefore they must forbear some few days. They 
do so, but with much repining. There is 600/. in his hands, but it 
will come to 7,000/. to discharge them all. Begs for a warrant for 
his own pay, so that he may receive it there. The Esperance 
damaged by being on the rocks at Plymouth. The Mary Rose, 
the St. Claude, and the Loyalty are now taking in their victuals, 
but want men. 


4. Note of Sec. Conway’s New Year’s Gifts ; to the King 151, 
to Attorney General Heath 40/., to Dr. Mayerne 30/., in all 
2221. 2s. 10d. 


5. Sir Henry Mervyn to Buckingham. Order needed for further 
supply of provisions. The roughness of the weather at the last 
spring tide hindered the operations for recovery of the Bonaventure 
and the Rainbow. Beseeches the Duke to take into his nearest care 
the miserable state of the sailors, who from want of clothes suffer 
fearful mortality. The disease bred among them is so infectious, 
that in the houses in which they are billeted, those that tend them 
die of the same disease. Begs that an order may be given for taking 
up 1,000 suits of clothes, 2,000 shirts, and as many pair of stockings, 
to be sent thither by the next ship from London, 


6. Henry Holt, Mayor of Portsmouth, to Nicholas. The 
Costly, of Dover, laden with 800 of salt, St. Martin’s measure, has 
been unladen by Sir James Bagg, who has sold the most part of the 
salt. The bearer had bought the same of Mr. John Brewer to be 
employed at Portsmouth in making ready victuals for the King’s 
service, which is now like to perish, for salt is not there to be had. 
Prays the Duke to command Sir James Bagg to deliver to Mr. Brewer 


the salt unsold, and to give him satisfaction for the rest. All the 
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ships that were to come about to London, are victualled and gone. 
Wishes the victuals, stayed in the Downs, were landed at Dover, or 
sent back to London. 


7. Henry Holt, Mayor of Portsmouth, to Nicholas. Received last 
nigh an order from the Council, concerning billeting the sick sailors 
in convenient places, which he has former ly done. Of 40 sailors, 
placed in houses in the town, most part recovered, but most of the 
families who took them in, fell sick, and many died, so that he cannot 
compel others to receive them. He placed 150 sailors in two old 
houses of his, and they burned up 20 tons of cask, and 10 tons in 
stacks, and burned his pails, and pulled down the body of his walls 
and lofts, and burned all. If the sick men be not speedily taken off, 
fears Portsmouth and the villages about will perish, Begs him to 
acquaint the Duke, and crave a remedy. 


8. Sir Henry Mervyn to the same. Intends to senda man to 
London about a business to Sir Sackville Crow. Intreats him to 
solicit the Duke about clothes for the sailors. Unless order be taken 
therein, shall be hopeless of good success in any business he under- 
takes. The men are so naked they cannot undergo their duties at 
sea. In harbour they fall hourly sick, and daily die in all their 
ships. Hopes the Vanguard is more wholesome than when he last 
wrote about her infection. 


9. Edward Nuttall to Buckingham. Begs him to speak to Sir 
Sackville Crow, not to listen to applications on behalf of Mr. Legge, 
whhiaii the Duke wrote to the farmers of the customs to remove, and 
to put the writer in his room. It will be proved that Legge has 
cosened both the King and the farmers. Nicholas should use means 


to bring a business of his own to trial, and should retain Sir Thomas 


Hitcham, one of the King’s Serjeants, for his counsel. 


10. Rowland Woodward to Francis Windebank. Mr. Chancellor, 
on New Year’s Eve, condescended to that which his Majesty 
requested. The relation of the parts, which every one, especially 
the King, acted in this business, he will leave till their meeting. 
May not “Windebank’s clerk serve both their months? Lord Bath 
has played the giant in this business. A thin court and a dead 
Christmas, only there will be a running masque on Sunday, which is 
not of above six days’ conception. 


11. Sir John Hippisley to Buckingham. Sends a packet for the 
Venetian Ambassador. The ships that went to Dunkirk were not 
suffered to bring away any goods. Colonel Gray, Capt. Donne, 
and Mons. Bauleu [Beaulieu ?], one that the Duke took prisoner, 
and gave his word to render himself, have landed to-day. Fears the 
Frenchmen are sent to discover what the English are doing. Is 
much troubled with the French Monsieur de Meaux, who is there, for 
he is much discontented. Had him that day a-hunting, and the 
-_ day he dined with Sir John, who now begins to speak good 

‘rench. 
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12. Commissioners of the Navy to Buckingham. Understand that 
5001. is sent to Sir James Bagg, to be employed in repairing and 
bringing about the ships now riding at Plymouth. 1,5001. would do 
no more than defray the charge. Request him to procure 1,0001. 
more to be sent. Many works are necessary to be done to ships at 
Chatham and*Portsmouth, but for want of money the service cannot 
proceed. 


13. Capt. John Mason to the same. Suggests the purchase of the 
Earl of Southampton’s woods, near Portsmouth, for the supply of 
the navy, and offers to build some small shipping after the mould of 
the French pinnaces that the Duke took such liking to for their 
singular sailing. He would let the world see that there are other 
moulds for ship-building than those formerly used, and that an art 
of this kind is not so locked up in one man’s breast as if it were to 
perish with himself. 


14. The same to Nicholas. Sends the preceding letter un- 
closed, that he may deliver it or not, according to his discretion. 
Wishes a speedy answer. Mr. Brewer, the bearer, craves his help to 
recover a ship of salt which Sir James Bagg has made bold with. 
The Katherine frigate comes about to London, and out of a barren 
voyage yields Nicholas only a hogshead of St. Martin. 


15. Sir John Hippisley to [the same]. Sends letter from Byng 
[Captain of Deal Castle]. Thinks the Lord Warden wronged in 
suffering any man-of-war to meddle with ships in the King’s 
chamber. Still stays the Frenchman [ Mons. de Meaux], but thinks 
they had much better have stayed him in London, and not have 
given him so much liberty to view the sea-coast. Is going hunting 
with him. He is very impatient, lying in the town. Begs to know 
what he is to do with the Scotsman, that said he was none of the 
King’s subjects. Hears he is naturalized in France. He is very 
earnest to have the letters which Hippisley sent up in the black box. 
[From Nicholas’s indorsement it appears that the first passage 
relates to a prize taken by Sir Kenelm Digby in the Downs.] 


16. The same to the same. Repeats the information contained in 
his letter of this day to the Duke. Prays him to present his 
humblest service to the Duchess [of Buckingham], and to desire her 
not to forget what Hippisley won of her; two skins, two pockets, 
two pair of gloves. If Nicholas gets and sends them before she be 
brought a-bed, his share shall lie therein. 


17. The same to Richard Chalcroft, Captain of Sandgate Castle. 
Henry Jenkyn having surrendered his place of Gunner in Sandgate 
Castle to Thomas Gibbon, Sir John Hippisley, although not ap- 
proving such transfers without the licence of the Lord Warden, yet 
thinking the arrangement likely to benefit the service, holds it fit 
that Capt. Chaleroft should apply to Nicholas for a warrant to swear 
in the said Gibbon. 
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Sec. Conway to Sir Roger Townsend. To afford his presence, 
being a Commissioner for the examination of a business about one 
Neeve being put out of the place of Alderman of Yarmouth, and to 
report his judgment upon the same. [Minute, Conway's Letter Book, 
p. 295.] 


Proclamation for a general collection throughout England in aid 
of the inhabitants of the Isle of Rhé of the reformed religion, who 
had taken refuge in England.

18. John Ramsey to Buckingham. Offers a project to save the 
King 20,000/. per annum, and have always in readiness 20 sail of 
tall ships, well-manned and victualled, to serve the kingdom. Refers 
to the Earl of Anglesea’s knowledge of him. 


19. Sir John Watts to the same. The Mary Rose, the St. Claude, 
and the Loyalty are taking in their victuals. They want beer and 
men. Has given the instructions of which he incloses a copy. 
Reminds the Duke of the necessity for money, to prevent his seamen 
from mutiny and forsaking the ships. Sends a note of gross abuses 
in the Navy, whereby the King suffers in his treasure and service. 
The Katherine frigate came in there two days since. Wishes 
instructions how to dispose of her.

19. 1. Instructions above mentioned addressed to Capt. Francis 
Sydenham, of the Mary Rose, with directions to fri ward 
a copy to the captains of the St. Claude and the Loyalty.

19. 11. Statement of abuses in the Navy to be veformed. 


Sec. Conway to Thomas Earl of Arundel. His Majesty is pleased 
that he follow his business from January 4, last, till March 12, next, 
under the limitations of his former leave. [Minute, Conway’s 
Letter Book, p. 295.] 


The same to Mr. Hadsor. To draw a letter for his Majesty’s 
signature in the behalf of Sir Bryan Macquire, according to an 
order of the Council Board sent inclosed.

The same to Sir John Hippisley. Certifying that two men 
employed in bringing prisoners from Dover, have done their duty 


well. [Minute, ibid.] 


The same to Lord Treasurer Marlborough. To grant a pass for 
some small pieces, and other provisions to suppress the rebels and 
kerne about Killultagh, in Ireland. [Minute, ibid.] 


20. Sir Thomas Button to Nicholas. Accounts for his delay in 
proceeding to Ireland. The carpenters have been busied about the 
Rainbow and Bonaventure, and could not be spoken to about the 
repairs of his ships. They now promise to dispatch them in fourteen 
days. Sir James Bagg, who must furnish the provisions to do it 
with, is so busied about the soldiers in the country that he could 
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not be spoken to in the town. States his wants in the way of 
powder, ammunition, and men, for which he desires a warrant. 
Complains that he has not lately been addressed, as he has been 
for 15 years, as Admiral of the King’s ships on the coast of Ireland. 


21. Enoch Lynd to Nicholas. Capt. Mason has been with him 
about the inventory of the French prize at Shoreham. Will hasten 
the business, and when it is complete will repair to him with the 
particulars. The proceeds will be about 5001, of which the savers 
claim half. 


22. Sir John Watts to the same, Desires the treasurer’s order 
to apply the 600/. in his hands in discharging some of the mutineers, 
so that they may be put aboard the ships going to sea. Has played 
his last part with the seamen, therefore, begs that money may be 
sent. Solicits Nicholas to copy the paper about reformation of 
abuses in the Navy, inclosed in his letter to the Duke of this date, 
before it is shown to the Duke, and to let him know what success 
it has, 


23. Christopher Malim’s note-book of charges for repairs of the 
Victory, Rainbow, and other ships. 


24, Examination by Sec. Coke of Francis Griffith, commonly 
called “old Francis,” prisoner in the new prison. He was stayed 
at Gravesend whea about to cross over into Holland, having in his 
possession about 50/. and a packet of letters. 


The King to Lord Treasurer Marlborough, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and Sir Humphrey May, Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster. Privy Seal for authorizing conveyances to the city of 
London of lands within the survey of the Duchy of Lancaster, of 
the yearly value of 12,496I. 6s. 6d. [A fragment only. Coll. Sign 
Man, Car.

25. Commissioners of the Navy to Buckingham. The Fortune, a 
prize ship, lately returned from the Isle of Rhé, is tight and service- 
able, and fit to carry biscuit to Rochelle. 


26. William Noy to Nicholas. Has perused, and in some things 
altered, a paper book sent him by Nicholas. Gives his opinion on 
the way in which it was affected by letters patent formerly granted 
to Owen Wynn and Robert Wolseley, and others, to Thomas Lake 
and Thomas Hill. The subject of all these documents was the 
engrossment of recusants’ leases. [Indorsed in Nicholas’s hand 
are certain additional words which he desired to be added to his 
own grant.]

Warrant to renew 
the Commission for Ecclesiastical Causes, and to insert therein the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and all the other Bishops and members 
of the Privy Council, and in lieu of certain deceased members, 
Sir John Lambe; Matthew Wren, Dean of Windsor ; Robert 
Aylett, D.C.L., and Thomas Turnor, B.D. 


30. Sir John Hippisley to Buckingham. Mons. Mewe[de Meaux] 
is gone well pleased, as the Duke may see by a letter he has written 
to Lord Holland, for he durst not write to the King or Queen. The 
secretary of the Venetian Ambassador has been to inquire for his 
two packets, which had been sent to the Duke. Hippisley desires 
to know how he is to answer him. Begs that Sir Peter Heyman’s 
brother may be appointed a captain. Capt. Brett, who was a good 
friend of the Duke’s when time was, also desires employment. 
Mr. Grimes and Fotherley can tell the Duke of him, and so will 
Hippisley when he sees the Duke. 


31. Commissioners of the Navy to the same. For warrant to 
make ready the Marie of Des, a prize ship, to be employed in 
fetching provisions for Shoreham and Redbridge, and convoying 
victuallers going to Portsmouth. 


32. Sir John Hippisley to Nicholas. Refers to the application he 
had made to the Duke for Mr. Heyman, and for another, whom he 
wishes may not be forgotten. The poor men who were pressed to 

«o in the Dover ships with the Duke are come home. They live at 

the King’s charge, and keep much clamour. May he discharge 
them? ‘The French Monsieurs are gone. He desires no more of 
such employments. 


33. Mayor of Canterbury to Philip Earl of Montgomery, Lord 
Lieutenant of Kent. The two bands of that city were lately exer- 
cised. Silas Johnson, William Berry, and Miles Bull made 
default. 


34. Brief of the estimate of the Office of Ordnance for arming 
100 ships. Out of the stores, 22,472/. 17s.; to be purchased, 
48,9801. 1s. 4d.; total, 71,4521. 18s. 4d. 


35. Deputy Lieutenants of co. Gloucester to the Council. Set 
forth reasons why their county should be spared the billeting of 
soldiers at this time. They urge the expense of their trained band 
of 3,000 foot and 200 horse; the sending forth of late of 1,250 
soldiers at their own charge, not having yet received any part 
thereof; the slow market for their cloths; the bad inning of the 
harvest ; the loss of sheep this rotten year; and, lastly, their distance 
from Portsmouth, being, as they are informed, “above six days’ 
march.” 


36. Sir Allen Apsley to Buckingham. Inconveniences arising 
from the seizure of Mr. Brewer's salt ‘by Sir James Bagg, which, it is 
prayed, may be made good. The fleet to be set forth this spring will 


require a greater quantity of salt than these parts will afford. 
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37. Sir Thomas Button to Buckingham. Since the 24th of last 
month the weather has been so extreme, and the carpenters and 
Sir James Bagg so much employed, that, until yesterday, they could 
not look to the despatch of his ship, and the Joan, of London, 
Capt. Thomas, for the service in Ireland. Within 14 or 16 days 
they will be ready to set sail. Pray his warrants and instructions. 
Four ships is the fewest number of ships that ought to be employed 
in this service. Limits of his commission. 


38. Sir Henry Mervyn to the same. Hopes to have the ships 
ready this week. Begs warrant to Sir James Bagg to refresh his 
men with fresh meat. In the Vanguard 40 men have fallen down 
since he last wrote. Many of the men, for want of clothes, are 
so expesed to the weather, that their toes and feet miserably rot and 
fall away piecemeal. Beseeches that clothes may be sent, and 500 
“hamockoes.” If their condition were not miserable beyond rela- 
tion, he would not be unmannerly importunate. Beseeches the 
Duke, for his honour and care of the State’s service, to be mindful 
to succour these miserable men. Begs him also to give warrant to 
Sir Sackville Crow to imprest to Sir Henry his entertainment for 
that year. He came away suddenly, and left his own affairs ill 
disposed of. 








39. Duke of Buckingham’s request to to give warrant 
to the Treasurer of the Navy to pay Mr. Ambrose, Chaplain of 
the Red Lion, in the late fleet to the Isle of Rhé, after the customary 
rate of 4d. per month out of every man’s pay who served in the Lion 
in that employment. 


40. Sir Henry Mervyn to Nicholas. Begs him to be earnest in 
furthering the clothes for the mariners, and the other points urged 
in his letter of this day to the Duke. Has a business of a lead 
mine, which he hoped to have seen London to have set forward, but 


now he is a prisoner there, with no such friend in his esteem as 
Ned Nicholas. 


41. Petition of William Robinson and Thomas Unitt, of York, 
Merchants, to the Council. The county of York, and especially the 
East Riding, by a happy and fertile year, is so plenteously stored 
with barley and peas that the farmers and tenants are desirous to 
export above 2,000 lasts of those grains to any of his Majesty’s 
friends and allies. Pray for a warrant permitting the same. 
Annexed, 


41. 1. Certificate from six Justices of the Peace for the East 
Riding of York to Lord Treasurer Marlborough, in 
verification of the facts and support of the prayer of the 
above petition. From the General Sessions at Pocklington, 
1628, Jan. 9. 


42. Sir John Hippisley to Buckingham. Received his letter 
yesterday at 2 o'clock, but sent Mons. Mewe [de Meaux] away in a 
man-of-war on Sunday last, on receipt of the Duke’s previous letter, 
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otherwise he would have kept him long enough. Coming before 
Calais, they met with a French man-of-war and three bilanders, 
with whom they fought for four hours. They beat the Frenchmen 
ashore. The country were all in arms, and Mons. Mewe would not 
land, for, he said, if he did so, being in that fury, they would hang 
him. On Monday he went away again, and since that time Hippis- 
ley has not heard of him. 


43. Commissioners for martial law in co. Devon to Sir James 
Bagg. Have received, since they came to that place, many earnest 
suits from the constables of divers parishes for satisfaction for sick 
soldiers lodged upon them. Pray him to send them word whether 
he would take these under the Duke’s protection, as he had done 
those about Plymouth. They are in the like distraction about the 
companies stayed in that county. They had an absolute command 
from the Council to send them away, and an intimation from the 
Colonel-General that it was the Duke’s pleasure they should be sent 
to Scilly. Desire to know whether he had any direction concerning 
these troops, or would undertake for their payment or transportation 
to Scilly. Ifnot, they should follow the Council’s letter, and send 
them to their quarters. 


44. Rowland Woodward to Francis Windebank. Mr. Chancellor 
told him on Monday that his appointment would be ready in two or 
three days. Thanks for power to use Windebank’s man. The 
Council lays aside all other business to consider ways of getting 
money, which many think must conclude in a Parliament, to which 
the releasement of these gentlemen [the refusers of the loan] seems 
a preparative. One of them, Sir Edmund Hampden, is lately dead, 
and George Catesby lies now for fees and diet, which, for stubborn- 
ness, he refuses to pay. Committal of Mons. Aubert, the Queen’s 
surgeon, for giving intelligence to France. Letters found about him 
by one who came with Sir Andrew Gray. Mons. de Soubise reports 
that his brother has given a great defeat to the Duke of Mont- 
morency in Languedoc. The clergy of France have given 4,000,000/. 
to maintain the war against the religion, and the towns have offered 
to clothe the King’s army. 


45. Justices of Devon to the Council. John Hill, a maimed 
soldier, at the first had a pension of 4/. per annum, but at Easter 
sessions 1616 it was ordered to be but 40s.; his drunkenness and 
lewd conversation might move them to dismiss him entirely, but 
they have had respect to his wife and children, and therefore con- 
tinued the 40s. 


46. Deputy Lieutenants of Dorset to the same. Have received 
from the Commissioners of Devon 10 companies of Colonel Fryer’s 
regiment, and one company and 200 and odd recruits to supply 
Colonel Spry’s regiment. Request that the recruits, which have no 
commanders or officers to take care of them, may be removed to the 
body of their regiment near Chichester. Complaints of the country at 
being called upon to sustain the charge of these troops, his Majesty 
being in arrear for the last year’s billet. Humbly beg that Capt.

John Cleare to See. Coke. Beseeches him to give order to Sir 
William Becher to draw up the Council’s order for him to depart 
the city, and not come within 100 miles thereof, or to court, nor to 
any of the King’s prisons, also to send his wife and family into the 
country. Seseeches the Secretary also to remember a pass for John 
Cleare and his servant, and to prepare his instructions. If the 
priests here in prison were sent to Wisbeach it would be very quiet 
for the King and State. When Smith, the Queen’s servant, goes 


over to France, some good matter might be found about him at

After long beating upon 
projects to raise moneys by impositions, excises, and such like, 
yesterday, on a sudden, it was resolved in Council there should be a 
Parliament at the end of March, because we have strange rumours 
of the preparations which Spain makes against us. Some very wise 
men are of opinion, though the writs be making, there will be no 
Parliament. Wishes the Duke better than to trust to a Parliament 
which hates him. If there be a Parliament, fears whether they 
will give the King more than will do his work by halves.

They will not be content with diet proportionable 
to the King’s pay, but compel the petitioners to provide what they will, 
and they pay them with violence to their persons, so that they are 
enforced to stay at home to guard their houses from ransacking, and 
their wives, daughters, and maid servants from violent attempts. 
They set forth the effects, and appeal to the Lords for justice, and 
for that protection which the King’s laws afford to his poorest 
subjects.
